LESSON FOR R NOVEMBER 30° 


JESUS TEACHES PETER TRUE 
GREATNESS 


I. Christ’s Amazing Love for His 
Own (vv. 1-3). 
Jesus was fully conscious of what 
was upon him. He knew that the 
cross with all its anguish was just 


before him. He knew that his dis- 


‘iples would shamefully forsake him 


in a few hours. He knew that one of 
that number would be the frstrument 
in the hands of the devil in his be- 
trayal.. He knew that all things were 
in his hands; was fully conscious of 
his deity. Notwithstanding all this, 
he distlaved patient and untiring 
love. He did not withdraw his love 
from them because of their weakness 
and the shameful failure which’ he 
knew would soon be made manifest. 

II. Christ Washing His Disciples’ 

Teet (vv. 4-11). . 

This act is symbolic of his. amaz- 
ing love for his disciples. Jesus did 
not regard his hand as too holy to 
do this menial service. The true 
Christian does not allow his rank in 
socicty to keep him from acts of 
lowly service. : 

1. Steps in this service: (1) He 
rose from supper; (2) laid aside his 
garments; (3) took a towel and gird- 
ed himself; (4) poured water into 4 
basin; (5) washed his disciples’ feet; 
(6) wiped them with a towel whcre- 
with he was girded. These steps sym- 
bolize Christ’s entire work of re- 
demption. His rising from supper re- 
presents his rising from his place of 
enjoyment in the heavenly glory; his 
laying aside his garments, his putting 
aside. his - vesture of majesty (Phil. 
2:7, 8); his. girding himself, his tak- 
ing the form of a servant (Phil. 2:7); 
the water in the basin, his cleansing 
blood; his washing of their feet, his 
actual cleansing of men through his 
Word (John 15:3; Eph. 5:26); — his 
taking his garments again, his return 
to his place and position of. glory. 

2. Peter’s impetuous ignorance. He 
goes from one extreme to another. 
It was his failure to understand the 
significance of this service that caus- 
ed him to behave so strangely. 

3. The significance of this service 
to those who participate in it. (1) 
It is a spiritual cleansing (v. 8). Fel- 
lowship with Jesus is only possible as 
we are continually cleansed from our 
sins. “He that is washed needeth not 
his feet, but is clean 
every whit” (v. 10). The cleansing 
here is not the washing of regenera- 
tion, but that of sanctification. Even 
regenerate folks need the continual 
cleansing of Christ’s blood in order 
to have fellowship with him, He 
that is regenerated—washed in the 
blood of Christ, symbolized by bap- 
tism—does not need a repetition of 
the act; he only needs the cleansing 
of sanctification, symbolized by the 
washing of the feet. As we go 
through this world after regeneration 
we are contaminated by its sins. He 
is willing always to cleanse us of our 
sins if we allow him. (2) A badge 
of brotherly affection. This act show- 
ed his abandonment to the service of 
his. dwn. This is a‘lesson"that is 
much needed today. We need more 
and more the fulness of brotherly 
love. This love needs to be mani- 
fested so that it may be seen and re- 
alized. True love can only be prov- 
ed by the service if renders, (3).A 
proof of humility. This is a lesson 
much needed by. us all. The dis- 
ciples had just been disputing as to 
who should .be the. greatest in the 
kingdom; their selfish ambition was 
expressing itself.’ Today, on every 
hand, we see expressions of pride, 
vanity, and even arrogance on the 
part of those who are professed fol- 
lowers of the lowly Jesus. If the 
Son of God was not ashamed to 
stoop to lowly service his disciples 
should not regard it beneath, their 
dignity to follow in his steps. (4) 
Equalization, As they would thus 
stoop to serve each other in the name 
of Christ there would be sure de- 
“struction of caste among them. The 
Spirit of Christ in this service is the 
great leveler of. humanity. 

III. An Example for Us (vv. 12-16). 

The disciples of the Lord are un- 
der obligation to do unto each other 
as he did unto. them. This obliga-| 
tion rests upon his’ Lordship (v. 14). 
All who call him Lord in sincerity 
will obey:him. To refuse to‘obey him. 
is to put one’s self above his Lord.

On account of complaints regard- 
ing the sugar shortage, the Canadian 
Trade Commission telegraphed thir- 
teen representative boards of trade 
and wholesale grocers’ associations 
of Canada, stating that yellow sugar 
was available for immediate delivery. 
The replies have shown no evidence 
of a sugar famine, but some objec- 
tion was made to the proportion of 
yellow sugar offered.

The Canadian trade commissioners 
are convinced that the clamor for 
more sugar is due largely to people 
insisting on getting all white sugar 
to the Practical exclusion of ycllow.

U. S. Will Not Attend 


London.—Nearly all British public 
men are silent concerning the Unit- 
ed States senate’s dealings with the 
peace treaty. The reason for. this 
is that they understand United States 
citizens regard the question as United 
States domestic political affair and 
fear that any expression from them 
might give offence, and be taken as 
attempts to influence United States 
politics. 

Lord Robert Cecil and Lieut.-Gen. 
Jan Christian Smuts. were the Brit- 
ish sponsors for the League of Na- 
tions and are largely responsible for 
the details thercof, and both have 
registered their disappointment at 
the latest turn of events, Gen. Smuts 
in his appeal to the United States, 
and Lord Robert Cecil in a_ brief 
epeech in the House of Commons, 

Lord Robert stands on that speech 
and refers all questioners to it as 
being all he has to say on the sub- 
ject for the present. 

It would be impossible to try to 
summarize public opinion, The first 
view reflected by the newspapers 
was that the United States had gone 
back on her agreement.

There is general regret that the Unit 
ed States will not, as a result of the 
senate’s action, be a signatory of con- 
ventions adopted by the conference, 
At the same time there is a general 
feeling that the labor branch of the 
League of Nations should go ahead 
with its work irrespective of what the 
United States ‘may do. 

Canadian employers have already 
expressed the view that Canada 
should not assent to labor conditions 
to which the United States is not 
prepared to assent. 

Canadian labor takes an entirely 
contrary view. Tom Moore,  presi- 
dent of the Trades and Labor Con- 
gress, holds that steps taken by the 
United States should not hinder the 
adoption of progressive legislation by 
Canada “even though the United 
States decides for the time being not 
to become a member of the League 
of Nations.”
